TO OPERATE CRECHE NURSERY 


The biggest family in Edmonton plays in practically the 
centre of the downtown section of the city, pursues its busy 
activities of building with blocks, climbing on the jungle gym, 
sleeping, eating, and all the hundreds of things children from 
two months to six years of age do in a day. 


Every child at the Edmonton 
Creche Society, a Red Feather 
agency of the Community Chest 
of Edmonton, has its own mother, 
but from 7:30 am. until 6 pom 
every week day Mary Myers, RN, 
a staff of eight, and the other 85 
or more children there are her 
‘family.’ 

The Creche has a registration of 
185 children and a daily attend 
ance in excess of 85. Priority | 
given to mothers who are the sole 
support of their families. 

More than 70 mothers who are 


the sole support of their fam- 
ilies are among those who leave 
their children a the Creche. 
Without th service the majority 


of them would be unable to work 
and would be dependent on muni 
cipal relief for ipport. One wel 
fare worker ha estimated that
